Jate proclamation of the Governor is 


the f 
ou preventive in its operation. It prevents 
the reception of worthless bank paper in prays 


ment of the public revenve for the year 1842, 
TThostaxes for the year present have never 
heretofore heen paid wntil the year following. 
The taxes for 1842 will not be collected until 
“next year. In the mean time the Legislature 
meets; and that body has the power to reduce 
tho taxes one-balf in amount, and provide for 
their coNection in specio funds if they shall 
think it proper and just to do so. There would, 
in such. casa, be no difference in the amount 
paid by the tex-payer. Fifteen cents on each 
100 dollars paid in specie next year would be 
no more than 3) cents, (the present tax) paid 
in State Bank paper now. 

Sound policy requires that the State reve- 
nue should be collected in specie, or its equiv 
alent. How ean our people hope to get rid of 
the present debased and wretched paper eur- 
rency, if they consent to legalize it by mak- 
ing the public revenue payable in it? The 
experience of every State or Government has 
shown thot whatever currency that State re- 
ecives and pays out of its Treasury, will be 
the circulation among the people. The first 
step towards ridding the community of de- 
preciated bank pnper, must be made by the 
people themselves, through their Representa- 
tives in the Legislature. 

We consider the action of the next Legis 
lature on this subject os of the very highest 
importance. We have now approached the 
crisis as to Bank paper. The Federal party 
will be leagued (o a man, in the Legislature, 
in all probability, in favor oT the Banks and 
their depreciated paper money.—A great ef 
fort will probably be made by this party back- 
ed by the managers of our Banks, to bolster 
‘up those rotten institutions by legislation, and 
continue this paper among us as the principal 
circulation. ‘The Democracy must “head” 
these-bank gentry. The first great step, is to 
put the State Treasury independent of the 
Banks—to collect what revenue we do collect 
in sound currency. No matter how low the 
taxes are reduced, Iet them be collected in 
good money. No matter how low the sala- 
ries of the public officers are reduced, let them, 
be paid in good money. 

Those men who ore now the loudest in cen- 
suring the Executive officers for issuing their 
Jate proclamation, are money shavers—whig 
money shavers—men whose hearts have long 
ago been coated over with the hardness of 
the miser—men whose sole aim is money— 
who, when they Jay down at night dream of, 

money, aud who when thoy get up in the 
morning, enforce an execution against a poor 
creditor! Such men as these attend tax sales, 
and bid off jond—they paying bank paper 
worth but 40 cents on each dollaryand demand 
aflerwards from the owners of the land, spe- 
cie, in full, and one hundred per cent. besides! 

What a glorious business have these blood- 
suckers been doing all over the State! What 

a rascal the Governor must be, to disturb 
these fellows! 

Bat, 0, says Simple Sim, and his rascally 

backers, “you will injure the Banks, if you 
don’t take their paper for taxes! Don't your 
State owe the Bank? and how dare you refuse 
to teke her paper?”. It is thus these Bank 
Coons-mingle the Treasury and the Bank to- 
gether. They do not look upon the public 
revenue as a fund levied for the support of 
Government; but asa fund levied for the 
hank! At the late mceting held here, the of- 
ficers of the Bonk and the Coon money sha- 
vers were busy with the whig leaders of the 
meeting. Nota step was taken, or a resolu~ 
tion offered by the whigs, which had not first 
received the approbation of these Bank swind- 
lers and money misers! Such is the disin= 
terested character of these manufacturers of 
public sentiment! 

Every body remembers, when the Banks 
suspended specie payments in 1837, how 
promptly and fearlessly Mr. Van Buren refus- 
ed to allow the public revenue to be collected 
in their paper, The difference between their 
paper and specie, at that time, was very tri~ 
fling—not six per cent.—yet small as it was, 
it was considered by that upright statesman 
as quite sufficient to justify him in keeping 
the Government aloof from it. How fortun- 
ate it-wes for the country, that he did so:— 
Yet, then, the Federal-whigs all over the Un- 
ion denounced him for thus keeping the pubs 
lie faith untarnished; and an army committee 
was sent from New York to force him from 
his position. Suppose Mr. Van Buren had 
yielded, and taken suspended bank paper for 
duties—does any man believe that the New 
York, Philadelphia, and other eastern banks 
would have now been paying specie? Cer- 
tainly they would not. If the General Gov- 
ernment had yielded to the panic ery of bauk 
speculators, the specie standard would have 
been wholly lost sight of all over the country. 
And while the Government would receive pa- 
per—suspended bank paper—besure she would 
have nothing better offered to her. 

Ask any man now, and he will tell you the 
General Government did right to refuse sus- 
pended bank paper in 1837, So it will be, 
hereafter, within the State of Illinois, in res 
gard to the late Proclamation of our Execu- 
tive officers. The paper of our banks is so 
debased, that it is worth but 40 cents to the 
dollar. A currency so depreciated ns this, 
renders the Proclamation excluding it from 
the Treasury much more necessary than was 
the Proclamation of Mr. Van Buren in 1837. 

Every honest man ought to desire to sce 
the State Treasury put on a firm and durable 
basis. It can never be so, while it is cornect- 


ed with our banks, for they are neither firm or 
durable. Let the taxes be collected, however 
little may be levied, in specie or its equivalent; 
and held afterwards by our State Treasurer, 
as was our former good old practice. We 
recollect very well that in 1835-6, the Treas- 
urer always had a balance on hand, after pay- 
ing all the warrants—iastead of allowing the 
Warrants to borrow the money in the Treasu~ 
ry. Can’t wo revive these good old times of 
honesty and good sense? 


A “High Pressure Tariff.) — 

How significant is this expression, which 
our whig friend (Judge LoGaN) once applied 
to the system of protective duties which the 
whigs have ngnin passed into a law, and which 
they intend to-raise still higher by law. Tt is, 
indeed, « high pressure system. It presses 
down all interests except the manufacturers;— 
i, puts its hands into the pockets of our far- 
miers, and transfers their contents to the pock- 
ets of the manufacturers, What can be plain 
er? This whig Congress has laid a duty upon 
salt, which will make it come to our farmers 
three prices higher than it would if the duty 


was off, Who makes money by this? The 
salt manufacturer, Who loses money? The 
farimer. 


Salt should never have a duty Ioid upon it, 
except in time of war to preserve the exis- 
tence of the nation: because the manufactur- 
ed article is unfit to preserve meat. ‘Phe im- 
ported or sea salt is (he only article fit to use 
in putting up pork or beef. Tt comes to New 
Orleans as ballast in ships; and can be pure 
chased there for 10 cents a bushel, when there 
is no duty on the article; and would only cost 
our farmers here this 10 cents, with the nddi- 
tion of the freight between this State and New. 
Orleans. But the whigs are the protectors of 
the salt manufacturers, who make an impure 
article; and this whig Congress therefore put 
ona heavy duty—a “high pressure tarif? on 
salt. Here then the whigs are the protectors 
of the salt monopolists, and the enemies of 
the farmers who raise hogs and cattle, What 
can be plainer than this? What think you, 
farmer? Are the whigs the friends of those 
who live in log-enbins? 

But again.—The whigs have laid a duty on 
conrse wollen cloths, on cotton goods, cali- 
coes, &e—a “high presstire” duty, which 
makes those articles cost the farmer nearly 
double a8 much as they would if only a small 
revenue duty were laid. Who is benefited by 
this? The manufacturers of the eastern States. 
‘The money goes into their pockets directly. 
Every dollar which the farmer here pays for 
these articles, beyond the price of them, if left 
free, goes into the pocket of the manufacture 
er. 

Yet it is pretended by the Whigs that this 
“high-pressure” toriff benefits our farmers.— 
[tis true, they cannot tell us how it benedts 
them; yet still they say it does. We ask their 
pardon: there is one argument they offer. 
They say that high duties will induce many 
of our citizens to go into the manufacturing 
business, and quit farming, and thus a home 
market will come for our wheat and pork.— 
Does any body believe this? Which of you, 
farmers of Illinois, will quit farming and go 
into the business of manufacturing? Isthere 
a single man among you will answer aye? Is 
there a man among you who understands 
manufacturing? Have any of you the capit- 
alto begin with? You see, then, that this 
whig argument is not worth a pinch of soul. 
For among all the farmers in the union, we 
venture to say, not five would quit forming 
and go to manufacturing—no, not even if the 
duty were raised up to that “high-pressure” 
standard as would amount to prohibition of 
(he imported article. 

Building up monopolies, is what the whigs 
are for. Giving to the rich, and taking from 
the poor are whig principles, Therich man- 
ufacturere must have their pockets filled by « 
“high pressure tariff,” avd the money which 
fills them, must be drained out of our farmers. 
This is whig doctrine and whig practice.

We insert this week the able speech of Sex 
nator McRoseRrrs, made on the 5th of June, 
when the apportionment bill was before the 
Senate.

As Senator McRosents justly 
observes, the question involved is not, which 
is the best system, (the general ticket or dis- 
trict system) but the true question is, whether 
congress has the right to command the States 
to clect their members of congress in a parti~ 
cular way? 

‘The people ought to treat this mandate, as 
a dead Jetter—as utterly nugatory. It is an 
alarming stretch of power. If submitted to, 
what can we expect hereafter but further and 
bolder encroachments on our rights, and still 
more fearful violations of the constitution? 
Senator McRoberts iss demonstrated the un- 
constitutionality of this mandate. He puts 
the subject before the people in that strong 
light that no unprejudiced man ean doubt. 
The illustrious men who formed the consti- 
tution never admitted for n moment that con- 
gress has the right to prescribe to the state 
Legislatures what they should do,or what they 
should not do, upon any subject whatever. 

This mandate is one of the daring usurpa: 
tions of Federalism—one of the fruits of that 
Jatitudinarian construction of the constitution 
which has been from the foundation of the 
government the darling principle of Federal- 
ism. It remains for the democracy of the 
country to put their veto on this usurpation 
and on these federal usurpers.

‘There js one charge in your article which 
itis butdue to the stockholders and Directors 
of the Bank to contradict, and silence from 
‘them on this subject might seem to be an im- 
plied admission of its truth. ‘The charge is 
that some of the principal stockholders of the 
Bank “are now engaged, with the specie of, 
the Bank, in buying up State Bonds at 15 
cents to the dollar, which they design to 
|furce upon the State at par in liew of the 
stock which the State owns in the Bank.” 
This statement is wholly incorrect in every 
particular, and whoever gave you the infor- 
mation was most grossly mistaken. Not one 
dollar of the specie or paper of the Bank has 
been used in purchasing State bonds, and Iam. 
entirely confident that not one dollar will be 
used for this purpose. The directors and 
stockholders both know full well, that if they 
did purchase up the State bonds they could 
not force the State to take them either at por 
or atany other rate for ber stock. It is the 
privilege of the State to do as she pleases with 
her stock, and the stockholders and directors 
of the Pank could not, if they desired, dic- 
{ate to the State, the terms of disposing of her 
stock. 
The Bank of Illinois has not heretofore re~ 
quested any favor of the Legislature, nor do 
I believe she will have any proposition to 
make to the State to dissolve the connection 
existing between them. If the Legislature 
thinks it is for the interest of the State that 
8 separation should take place, and desire to 
sell their stock, I have no doubt, that the Bank 
will acquiesce, and be perfectly willing that 
she should dispose of it in such manner as to 
the Legislature may seem best, wheiher it be 
at public or private sale. The intereat of the 
stockholders and the State isthe same. Ifthe 
stock of the State is worth 60 cents to the 
dollar, and will bring that sum, the stock of 
the private stockholders will be worth as 
much. If the stock of the State is worth less, 
that of the stockholders must be likewise. 
‘Those who suppose that the Bank of Illi- 
nois, or its private stockholders, are hostile (0 
the State are greatly mistaken—she never 
sought a connection with the State, nor will 
she as I believe seek to annul or alter the ex- 
isting connection, unless it is desired by the 
lature.

The 
directors and stockholders of the Bank are 
well aware that any Bank will be injured 
which comes into conflict with the Legisla- 
ture of the State: they have and will therefore 
avoid any cause of difficulty. That the Bank 
has uniformly acted with liberality towards 
the State, and I might refer to the present 
Fund Commissioner, General Whiteside, and 
to the other officers who preceded him.» A 
further proof is found in the fact that she has 
loaned to the State about $400,000, for which 
she has received Bonds from the State. In 
making these loans, she has been very differ- 
ently situated from the State Bonk; for whilst 
the State Bank has received the whole reve- 
nue of the State, the Shawneetown Bank has 
not received a dolar in principal or interest 
except in the Bonds of the State. 
‘The stockhalders do no deny that they are 
anxious to retain their charter and to see the 
Bank reinstated in her former character and 
credit, ‘To effect this, every effort is making 
and will continue to be made to collect and 
secure the debts of the Bank, 
‘As your article was written advisedly for 
the eye of the Democratic members of the 
Lewislature, will you be pleased to insert this 
in your paper so that it may be scen by those 
members, and all other citizens of the State, 
who fevl an interestin thesnbject.

Protest of the President. 


To the House of Representatives: 

By the Constitution of the United States, it 
is provided that “every bill which shall have 
passed the House of Representatives and the 
Senate, shall, before it becomes a law, bo pro: 
sented to the President of the United States; 
if he approve, he shall sign it; but if not he 
shall return it with his objections. to that 
House in which it shall have originated, who 
shall enter the objgetions at Jarge upon the 
journal, and proceed to reconsider it.” - 

Tn stelét compliance with the positive obli- 
gation thus imposed upon me by the Consti~ 
tution, not having been able to bring myself 
to approve a bill which originated in the 
House of Representatives, entitled “An net to 
provide revenve from imports, and to change 
and modify existing laws imposing duties on 
imports, and for other purposes,” I returned 
the same to the House with my objections to 
its becoming a.law. ‘These objections, which 
had entirely satisfied my own mind of the 
great impolicy, if notthe unconstitutionality, 
of the nveasurey were presented in the most 
respectful, and even deferential terms. 
yvould not have been so far forgetful of what 
was due from one department of the Govern- 
ment to another, as (9 have intentionally em- 
ployed, in my official intercourse with the 
House, any language that could be, in the 
slightest degree, offensive to those to whom 
it was addressed. If, in assigning my objec- 
tions to the bill, 1 tad so far forgotten what 
wos due ¢o the House of Representatives as (0 
impugn its motives in passing the bill, [should 
‘owe, not only to that House, but to the coun- 
try, my most profound apology. Such de- 
pariure {rom propriety is, however, not com- 

lained of in any proceeding which the House 
fas adopted, It has, ou the contrary, been 
expressly made a subject of remark, and al- 
most of complaint, that the language in which 
my dissent was couched was studiously guard- 
ed and cautious, 

Such being the character of the official com- 
munication in question, I confess I was whol 
ly unprepared for the course which has been 
pursued in regard to it. In the exercise of the 
power to regulate its own proceedings, the 
House, for the first time, it is believed, in the 
history of the Government, thought proper to 
refer the message to a select committee of its 
own body, for the purpose (as my respect for 
the Hovse would have compelled me to infer) 
of deliberately weighing the objections urged 
against the bill by the Executive, with a view 
to its own judgment upon the question of the 
final adoption or rejection of the measure. 

Of the temper-and feelings in relation to 
myself of some af the members selected for 
the performance of this duty I have nothing 
tosay. ‘That was a matter entirely within the 
discretion of te House of Representatives 
But that committee, taking a different view of 
its duty from that which f should have sup 
posed had ted to its creation, instead of con~ 
fining itself to the objections urged against 
the bill, availed itself of the oceasion formal- 
ly to arrnign the motives of the President for 
others of his acts since his induction into of 
fice. In the absence of all proof, and, as T 
am bound to declare, against all Jaw or pre 
cedent in parliamentary proceedings, and, at 
the same time, in a manner which it would 
be difficult to reconcile with the comity hither- 
to sacredly observed in the intercourse bes 
taveen independent and co-ordinate depart- 
ments of the Government, it has assailed my 
whole official conduct, without a shadow ofa 
pretext for such assault; and, stopping shart 
of impeachment, has charged me, neverthe~ 
less, with offences declared to deserve im- 
peachment. 

nd the oxtraordinary report which the 
committee thus made to the House been per- 
mitted to remain without the sanction of the 
fatter, [should not have uttered a regret, or 
complaint, upon the subject. But, unaccom: 
panied as itis by any particle of testimony to 
support the charges it containe, without a de- 
liberate examination, almost without any dis~ 
cussion, the House of Representatives bas 
been pleased to adopt it as its own, and there- 
by to become my accuser before the country, 
and before the world. The high character of 
such an accuser, the gravity of the charges 
which have been made, and the judgment pro- 
nounced against me, by the adoption of the 
roport upon a distinct and separate vote of the 
House, leave me no alternative but (o enter 
amy solemn protest against the proceeding, os 
unjust to myself as a man, as an invasion of 
my constitutional powers as Chief Magistrate 
‘of the American people, and as a violation, in 
wy person, of rights secured to every citizen 
by the laws and the Constitution. That Con- 
slitution has intrusted to the House of Repre~ 
sentatives the sole power of impeachment — 
Such impeachment is required to be tried be 
fore the most august tribunal known (o our 
institutions. 

The Senate of the United States, composed 
‘of the representatives of the sovereignty of 
the States, is converted into a hall of justice; 
and, in order (o insure the strictest observance 
‘of the rules of evidence, and of legal procee- 
dure, the Chief Justice of the United States, 
the highest judicial functionary of the land, 
is required to preside over its deliberations. 
In the presence of each judicatery, the voice 
of faction is presumed to be silent, and the 
sentence of guilt or innocence is pronounced 
under the most solemn sanctions of religion, 
of honor, and of law. To such a tribunal 
does the Constitution authorize the House of 
Representatives to carry up its accusations 
against uny chief of the Executive depart- 
ment whom it may believe to be guilty of high 
crimes and misdemeanors. Before thattribu- 
nal the accused is confronted with his aceu- 
sers, and may demand the privilege, which 
the justice of the common Jaw secures (0 the 
humblest citizen, of a full, patient, and im- 
partin! inquiry into the facts, upon the testi- 
mony of witnesses, rigidly examined, and 
deposing in the face of day. If such # pro- 
ceeding had been adopted towards me, unjust 
as I should certainly have regarded it, T 
should, I trust, have met with a becoming con. 
slancy a trinl as painful as it would have been 
undeserved. I would have manifested, by a 
profound submission to the laws of my coun: 
try, my perfect faith in her justice; and, rely- 
ing on the purity of my motives, nnd the rec 
titude of my conduct, should have looked for. 
ward with confidence to a triumphant refuta~ 
tion in the presence of that country, and by 
the solemn judgment of such a tribunal, not 
only uf whatever charges might have been 
formally preferred against me, but of all the 
calunnies of which I have hitherto been the 
unresisting victim. As itis, Ihave been ac- 
cused without evidence, and condemned with- 
out ahearing, As far as such proceedings 
can accomplish it, I am deprived of public 
confidence in the ‘administration of the Guv- 
ernment, ond denied even the boast of a good 
pame—a name transmitted to me from a pat~ 
riot father, prized as my proudest inheritance, 
and carefully preserved for those who are to 
come after me, as the most precious of all 
earthly possessions. I am not only subjected 
to imputations affecting my character as an 
individual, but am charged with offences a~ 
gainst the country, o grave and 60 hemous as 
todoserve public disgrace and disfranchise 
ment. Iam charged with violating pledges 
which I never gave; and because I execute 
what L believe to be the law, with usurping 
powers not conferred by law; and, above all, 
With using the powers conferred upon the 
President by the Constitution, from corrupt 
motives and for unwarrantable ends. And 
these charges are made without any particle 
of evidence to sustain them, and, as I solemn- 
ly affirm, without any foundation in teuth, 

Why isa proceeding of this sort adopted at 
this time? Is the occasion for it found in the 
fact, that, having been elected to the second 
office under the Constitution by the free and 
voluntary suffrages of the people, I have suc- 
ceeded (0 the first, according to the express 
provisions of the fundainental Jaw of the same 


people? Ivistrue that the succession of the V- 
President to the Chief Magistracy has never 
occurred before, and that all prudent and pat- 
Fiotic minds have looked on this now trial of 
the wisdom and stability of our institutions 
with a somewhat anxious concern. Lhave been 
made to feel too sensibly the difficulties of my 
unpreerdented position, not to know all that 
is intended to be conveyed in the reproach 
cast upon a President withouta party. BotT 
found myself placed in this most responsible 
station, by no usurpation or contrivance of my 
own. Twas called to it, under Providence, 
by the supreme law of the land, and the delib- 
eratcly-declared will of the people. It is by 
these, the people. that I have been clothed 
with the high powers which they have seen 
fit to confide to their Chief Executive, and 
been charged with the solemn responsibilit: 
under which those powers are to be exercised. 
Itis 10 them I hold myself answerable, as a 
moral agent, for a free and conscientious dis- 
charge of the duties which they have imposed 
upon me. It is not as an individual merely, 
that I am now called upon to resist the en- 
corachment of unconstitutional power. I rep- 
resent the Executive authority of the peaple 
of the United States; and it is in their name 
(whose mere agent and servant Tam, and 
whose will, declared in their fundamental law, 
I dore not, even were I inclined, to disobey,) 
that I protest against every attempt to break 
down the undoubted constitutional power of 
this department, without'a colemn amendment 
of that fundamental law, ry 

Tam determined to uphold the Constitution 
in this, as in other respects, to the utmost of 
wy ability, and in defiance of all personal con- 
sequences. What may happen to an individ~ 
ual is of little importance; but the Constitu- 
tion of the country, or any of its great and 
clear principles aud provisions, is too sacred 
to be surrendered, under any circumstances 
whatever, by those who are charged with its 
protection and defence, Least of all should 
he be held guiltless, who placed at the head 
of one of the great departments of Govern~ 
ment, should shrink from the exercise of its 
unquestionable authority on the most impor- 
tant occasions; and should consent, without o 
struggle, to eflace all the barriers go carefully 
created by the people to contro} and circum~ 
scribe the powers confined to their various a- 
geats. It may be desirable, as the majority of 
the House of Representatives has declarcd it 
Is, that no such checks upon the will of the 
Legislature should be suffered to continue. — 
Thisis a matter for the people and the States 
to decide; but, until they shall have decided it, 
I shall {vel myself bound to execute, without 
fear or favor, the laws, as it has been written, 
by our predecessors 

T protest against this whole proceeding of 
the House of Representatives, as ex parteand 
extra judicial. [protest ugainstit as subver~ 
sive of the common right of all citizens to be 
coudemned only upon a fair and impartial trial, 
according to law and evidence, before the 
country. I protest against it, as destructive 
ofall the comity of intercourse between the 
Departments of this Government, and destin- 
ed, sooner or later, to lead to conflict fatal to 
the peace of the country and the integrity 
of the Constitution. I’ protest ogainst it, in 
the name of that Constitution, which is not 
only my own shield of protection and defence, 
but that of every American citizen. I protest 
against it, in the name of the people, by whose 
will L stand where I do, and by whose author 
ity I exercise the power which Iam charged 
with having veurped, and to whom I am res~ 
ponsible for a firm and faithful discharge, ac~ 
cording to my own convictions of duty, of 
the high steward-ship confined to me by them. 
I protest against it, in the name of all regula- 
ted liberty; and oll Kmited Governmont, aa a 
procecding tending to the utter destruction of 
the checks and balances of the Constitution, 
and the accumolating in the hands of the 
House of Representatives, or a bare majority 
of Congress, for the time being, an uncontrolf- 
ed ond despotic power. And I respectfully 
ask that this, my protest, may be entered upon 
the journal of the House of Representatives, a 
a solemn and formal declaration, of all time to 
come, ofthe injustice and unconstitutionality 


of such a proceeding.

Mr. McROBERTS said he hind several objec- 
tions to the section of the bill now under consid- 
eration, the rat and principal of which was, that, if 
passed, it would be a violation of the Constitution 
ofthe U.S. Upon grounds ofinexpediency ofinter- 
foring with the sovernl States, in the mode andiman- 
ner of regulating elections, if Congress posseascd 
the power he should vorengainat this provision of 
the bill. But that branch of the subject bad been 
ully and so ably discussed by the Senators from 
New York and Now Hampsbiro, (Mr. Wright aud 
Mr. Woodbury,] that he shoul condne the few 
observations which he proposed ta make to tho 
queation of conslitutional power, to wit: Docs 
the Conssitution confer Jongress the power 
to require the Siates of thie Union to shape their 
legislation according to the ordera or directions 
of Congress? This docs not involve the inquiry 
as to which of the (wo modes (the general ticket 
or district system in elections) ie preferable; or 
whother Congress may notin the Tast resort, oF 
whero States shoul refuse to provide for’ the 
clection of wembera of the House of Representa 
tives, interposs ani pass a Jaw upon the subject 
But it ia whether Congress enn decline to act it 
sel, and at the same tine command the State 
Legisluwires what they shall, or what_they shall 
not, do in tbe premises, ‘The several States have, 
for fifty years, directed their elections to be held 
in tho mode they deemed best, and ns provided for 
in their own lave, Some of the States have pre- 
ferred the district, and others, the goueral-ticket 
system. New Hampshire, New Jersey, Georgin, 
node Tsland, Missiseippiy nnd Missouri, olvet b 
general-ticket; the other States elect by general 
Uicket; the other States elect by disiricte, No 
State hag failed to provide for the election of 
crobers of Congress, and nu corplaint hae been 
made, from any State, of the mode and manner 
prescribed for holding the elections. And yet wo 
find this mandatory provision attempted “to be 
forced through Congress, designed to subvert aud 
tramolo upon the Jung-cstablished and cherished 
usage of n part of the States of this Union, with- 
out one tangible renson being assigned for it, and, 
as I hall show, in open violation of the Cunstitue 
on of the United Siates, 
I regard this eubject (anid Mr. MoR.) a8 ono of 
deep and pervading interest to the tights and lib- 
erties of the States of this Union, Ido not believe 
there hns been a question agitated in my day, nor 
since the establishment of this Government, that

that “all legislative powers hereia granted shall 
be veeted in a Congress of the United States, 
which shall consist ofa Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives.” So (ar na all legislation, all the 
law-making power, is concerned, it is vested in 
Congress. [tia required to be performed by the 
Senate and House of Representatives. Nov, sir, 
whore is the clause or power in the Constitution 
which authorizes or permits the Congress to trant. 
I/er any portion of the legislative power of Con- 
gress to Sinte Legislatures, or to any other body 
tipon encth? Sir, the Constivution vests all legis. 
lative powers granted by that instrument in w. 
Congress, and, of course, srery. oxeroitn of thar 
power must be by Congee 'o legislate presup 
josos frecdom af debate and freedom of opinion 
Fepresuppotes volition. To assume tbat any por: 


Hon of tho legislative power of Congress can be 
(erred by Congeces upon the State Legislatures 
and that tho State must obey the requisition, 
takes from tho rugubera of the State Legislatures 
overy attribute of a deliberative assembly. The 
freedom of debate and of opinion is made o bur- 
esque, and State sovereignty would 
fnsignificance nmid the unspeakablo de: 
the bafo mention of it would produce. 
Sir, the Constitution requires the Congress to 
oxercise all the Jegislative power conferred by that 
instrament. Mt enjoing tho exercise of this power 
upon the Senatora and Represontatives, and upon 
no other body of men; and it requires the mem- 
bers, asa guaranty for the faithful execution of 
their dutics, to take an ath to support it 
Sir, what is the Ianguago of that provision of 
the Constitution under which {his extraordinary 
and hithorto unheard-of power is claimed (0 be 
exercised!

‘The delo- 
ation of this ultimate powor to Congress, to wit, 
that ‘Congress nay mako or alter such ‘reguln= 
tions” exoludes the implication that Congross can 
require the State recite todo it, Ifthe reg- 
ulations ofthe States are to bo altered or changed, 
itmnsi be done by an act of Congresa, specially 
setting forth what ulterations or changes arc 
made. If the States are required to elect by gon- 
eral tickot, it muat be so declared in the act of 
grees; if they ace required to elect by districts 
0 on And preecribe the boundaries 
of thodistrivts. The exercise of logislative pow= 
ere catinot bo imposed upon the States, which are 
expressly required in the Constitution to be per- 
formed by Congress, ‘The grant of power is, Uiat 
“Congress may at any time, by Jaw, make or alter 
such rogulution; not that Congress may, at any 
time, by law, require the States to alter their own 
regulations.” The section of the bill before us 
assumes to require duties of wen who are elected 
to othor legislative assemblies, under the constitu» 
Lions of thn States, and who aro not amenablo to 
Congress, Congrets muy lenve partioulnr subjects 
of Iegielation to the States, by tot exercising her 
own powers, sin enses of bankraptey, and others

‘Tho result haa 
been already stated in the adjudications T have 
read, Lfally coord in tho correotness of n do- 
cision of the general court of Virg ‘and which 
isin these words: ‘fhe court declared thei 
‘opinion that Congress could not give jurisdiction 

equire services of any officer of the Stato 
tas euch.” 

State courts and raagiatrates have, nnd often do 
act inn ministerial, and in somo cases perhaps in 
a judicial eapacity,and issue warrants, upon com- 
faintthutefenees. have been committed, oF the 
Jaws of tho United States violured, and commit the 
offender, or bind him in bonds to appear at the 
proper court of the United States for trial, But 
they do not actin such cases becauso Congress 
has power o require this eorvice of them. —Itie 
rather asJeonservatore of the public peace, and not 
as officers amennble to this Government,thnt you 
always find the ready co-operation of the citizen 
anil the mayistrate in such enses. 

Mr. McRoeurs nlso read and commenteil upon 
varions other decisions, both of the courts of thy 
United States and of the several States confirma~ 
tory ofthe position that the action“of the General 
and State Governments was eeparate, and in most 
cnsea ontirely distinct, Hoalso referred to seve- 
ral decisions of the supremo courts of Pennsylvax 
nin & South Carolina, to show that these courts had 
been equally careful in absiniving from the ex- 
ercise of any powers which belonged to the courts 
of the United States, as they had been in refusing 
to permit Congress to exnci of then duties which 
the Consiitution gave no right to that body to im= 
poso. Ourais n federal system, and the harmony 
of itsaction requires that the severnl dopartments 
of the General and State Goveraments should ney- 
er bo wllowed to come in collision with cath other; 
nay, the durability of our institutions depends up- 
on confining ench to ite appropriate splicre, 

Sir, (said Mr. MeR.) only contemplate what you 
ayo doing. ‘Tho whole powr of this General 
Government cannot command a Stnte court to try 
tho moat faterior eause., And yotwonow beholly 
for the first time in our bistory, an attempt made 
to dictate to the Legislatures of tho States in mat- 
ters of the highest public concern. 

‘A State court is the creature of the Sinto Legis= 
Jature; and itwould be atrange it you could com. 
mand the creator, and yet have no power over the 
creature. I: would be wonderful if you could 
command States how they shonld or how they 
should not legislate in regard to elections, und 
yet that you have no power to require n State 
court to iry the mostinferior suit, Sir, what alle- 
giance do the State Legislatures owe to this Go 
ernment? Is this Government, which owes its 
vory breath to the power of th States—which was 
created by tho States—is this crenture of Siate 
creation to become master? Why, eir, if such a 
power na that now claimed had everbeeo thought 
of nsexisting in this Government, it wourd not 
have been ratified by a single State. When Pate 
fick Henry put forth bis extenordioary powers ns 
gainat the adoption of the Constitution of the U- 
nied States, in the Virginia convention, if he had 
suspected the dormant power to exist in the Cou- 
stitution which you now propose 10 oxerciaey it 

uid have been heralded to the world by tha 
venerable patriot. Had that convention suppos- 
ceil tho Constitution to contain such a power, thoy 
would have been unanimous ngainst it. Tt was 


by virtually disclaiming any attempt of over ex- 


erelning tho poor by Congress, of regulating “ho 
timer, places, and manner of holding olections," 
except in theyxtraordinary cases provided for in 
the proposed amendments, as has beon most con= 
ely ahown by the Senator from New York, 
(Mr~ Wnton,) hint overal of he States wero in 
Quced to ratily the Constitution. Sucb_men ns 
John Hancocle, Elbridge Gerry’, anil George Clin« 
on, came boldly forward, aml proposed resolu 
tions which were coped into. th» ratidications of 
seven or eight Stites, declaring that this power 
was not to be exerciaeil by Congress, except tehien 
the Legislatures of any State shall neglect, refusey 
or be dusabled by invasion, or rebellion, to preseribe 
Uiesame. When this power was a0 universally 
denied to Congress to bo oxercisod dircetly, con 
it bo believed that the framers of the Constitution 
meant to nllow of itw exercise indircetly, by pet= 
mitting Congress to command the State Legula- 
tures to do that which it was solemnly ngreed Con- 
oes should not do, uoless upon tho eglcet oF 
Inability of the States to provide for tho elections? 
Such « proposition ig wholly inadmissible. It 
would be unjust to the spirit of plain dealing which 
always characterized the illuairious mon whose 
names and roputation atand at the fountain of our 
Government, (0 prove that they never admitted tho 
jawer of Congrens co prescribe to the State Leg: 
Blatures what they ahould or what they shoulil 
not do, npon any subject whatever. Such n pro- 
position was nover made by any of them, either in 
the debates in the convention, or in theit writings 
1s published in tho Federalist, or in their subs 
ont legislative careor. ‘Tho men who formed 
tho Government are not chargeable with thi 
licionl heresy... Teowes ita origin (o the discoveries 
in politicn! eciouce of tho-present day, and to tho 
dominant party now in Congress. If Congresa 
can command the States to voto by districts, tho 
namo power oxists to command: thein to vote by 
gonoril ticket. If Congrars can command the 
States how, or in what manner, they shall cxuse 
their elections to be conducted, why may itwotal~ 
50 command them as to what description of pe 
soniashall bo allowed ta vote; or dircot what aya- 
tom of taxation shall be adopted by the States; o 
how they shall regulate the transfer of property? 
When you have once yielded tho right of Con- 
gress to command the Stato Legislatures in n mate 
{or of grent publio concern, whore will it end? 

Who can comprehend the height, and depth, and 
lengthy and breadth, of this enormous usurpation? 
Sir, this mmcacure is th nacntoring wedge, 
got up under plansible protences, but which leada 
Io nn entire change of aurhappy. system of gov- 
ernnicnt; and, unless resisted by the people nnd 
the Stato Logislatures, will end in the consolivla- 
tion of all tho powers of the States in tho hande of 
this Governmont, Since tho present dominant 
party came into power, we have witnessed greater 
‘und ore numerous departures from tho Conatitu= 
tion of our fathers, than have ever before been 
committed since the organiztion uf the Gavern- 
ment, The Jeaven of old Federalism seems to 
Nave acquired new power, more skill, and incren~ 
sed device, in the developments of its real ob- 
Jiccts.. And the present proposition isthe greatest 
violation of the Bo asucuisn of them all. 

One word to the friends nnd advocates of Stute 
Fighte, and particularly to those who at times show 
such zeal upon the subject, on) the other side of 
thia chamber. Where will you be found, on 
and nave, upon the adoption of this provision of 
the bill? In niding to carry this section, and there- 
by recognising the power of Congress to Issue 
mandates to the Staics of this Union, are you not 
making war—open war—upon the rights, and lib 
trtion, aud eovereignty of the Stites!
